Tech state aid

Senate Bill 1826, more 
commonly known as the Voke Aid 
Bill, has successfully passed both 
branches of the legislature, thanks 
to the support of Senator Robert 
Buell and Representatives James 
Miceli and Geoffrey Beckwith. The 
bill is expected to end up on the 
desk of Governor Michael Dukakis 
by the end of the yea 
According to Tech School 
Committee vice-chairman Kevin 
Sowyrda, if the bill is signed by the 
governor, “it will be the most 
significant event in the history of 
the Shawsheen Tech 
The bill, said Sowyrda, will have 
a positive impact on the 1400 
students at the Tech. With the bill's 
passage, the scliool will reportedly 


be alloted $800,000 in state aid, 
$300,000 of which is earmarked 
for shop equipment to improve the

Shawsheen Tech by decreasing the 
amount of assessments they would 
have to pay. Since state aid will 
increase by approximately ten 
percent with the governor's 
approval, Wilmington alone would 
see a “dramatic” decrease in next 
year's assessment.

Do your dog a favor 


One point of freedom on which some people disagree is the 
right of a dog to run free. In spite of town leash laws, some dog 
owners do not want to restrain their pets. They are not doing the 
dogs a favor 

The Wilmington leash law was passed by people not wanting 
dogs running through their yards. Dog safety, however, has 
replaced this as the primary reason for restraining dogs. 

In winter, safety is even more crucial. Snowbanks restrict the 
paths that dogs are able to use, forcing them into streets and 
driveways. Add to that the loss of odors, which dogs use as 
orientation to their landscape 

Wilmington dog officer Ellen Davis said that she has found 
that more dogs are hit by cars in winter than in other seasons. In 
addition to regular traffic, dogs are vulnerable to being hit by 
snowplows 

Much mote common than the dogs allowed to run free all the 
time, though, are the dogs which are let out only for a few 
minutes, Many people find that it is more convenient to let the 
dog out rather than to take him out on a leash. 

It only takes a second for a dog to be hit 

You can avoid the sadness of having your dog hit by keeping 
him inside, or on a leash, After all, if you were a dog, would you 
want to stay outside in the cold? 


Frankly speaking

A recent proposal by a developer for affordable housing 
in Wilmington gives reason for at least some cautious 
optimism on the part of local officials. In an emergency 
meeting convened two weeks ago at the request of Dan 
Gillis, the Wilmington Housing Authority unanimously 
endorsed a proposal by Richard and Arthur Dellarciprete 
to build affordable housing in the Old Main Street area 
near the Woburn line. When the Dellarciprete brothers 
appeared before the Affordable Housing Task Force just 
days earlier, their proposal was taken under advisement 

As to the Dellarciprete brothers, theirs is a project well 
worth looking into. The Dellarcipretes, who own Chelsea 
Homes, Inc,, told the Housing Authority on December 16 
that they have "researched for 6 months" an affordable 
housing project for Old Main Street in Wilmington, where 
“top quality" modular homes could be sold to eligible 
people for under $80,000. These homes would be duplex 
style, and available exclusively for first time home buyers 

Like evetything life, this project does have its 
cuteh, In omer ior the to make their proposal a 
reality, the land would | iven over to either the 
developer, or 3 ra ) would hold the de 
during construction. ‘The lind 1s now owned by the town 
of Wilmington, with a small part already earmarked for 
the new American Legion Hall 

As to the question of providing the land to the 
developers, a possibility here could be the Wilmington 
Community Development Corporation (C.D.C.). Founded 
by Wilmington residents, and headed by Bob DiPalma, the 
Corporation is modeled after C.D.C.s_ established in 42 
other cities and towns in Massachusetts, and is eligible for 
state and federal grants for the purpose of fostering 
affordable housin; 

According to DiPalma, the Wilmington Community 
Development Corporation could be temporarily charged 
with custody of the land while it is being developed, and 
then turn the deed over to the Housing Authority, or 
manage it outright. DiPalma also mentioned that his 
organization is seeking office space in town so as to "better 
tackle the problem of housing", and that anyone providing 
accommodations would be eligible for a tax deduction 

But the real story here may be the person who has come 
out as an advocate for the Dellarciprete brothers. Former 
Selectman Dan Gillis, a well known opponent of 
developers in the community, has established a reputation 
of supporting neighborhoods first and developers last 
That's to his credit. So when you sit back and see someone 
like that coming out in favor of an affordable housing 
Project, you have to stop and think that there is possibly 
something very unique here. 

Gillis has come out favoring Chelsea Homes because the 
development has a great deal of potential. First, it is in an 
area of town where the project is not going to have a 
negative affect on neighborhoods. If the land proves to be 
suitable for building this size project, the location itself 
could well be the biggest selling point should the proposal 
go to town meeting. Secondly, this single development 
would house 150 families, and would contribute 
significantly to meeting Wilmington’s quota for affordable 
housing, as required by the Commonwealth 

Affordable housing could well be called the number one 
issue of 1987 for Wilmington and many other 
communities. With an administration on Beacon Hill that 
insists that every city and town have at least 10% of its 
housing classified “affordable number of developers 
have used affordable housing as a selling pitch for their 

* condominium projects. The developers apply for financing 
under the H.O.P. program of Chapter 774, with the 
stipulation that a percentage of their condos will be set 
aside as affordable. But the problem with condo 
developments is that the vast majority of the units are not 
affordable. So itfeality, the developer hasn't really solved 


the problem of your affordable housing quota needs, but is 
nevertheless given funds from the state, which are your tax 
dollars, 

A proposed development for Reed Street in Wilmington 
would bring 400 units to the town, with 25 percent, or 100, 
slated as affordable housing. But the remaining 300 units 
then increase your affordable housing quota by 30. So in 
the end, the developer at Reed Street would only be putting 
us 70 units ahead of the game, and not 100 as you might 
think on the surface. 

With the Chelsea Homes project, 100 percent of the units 
are affordable, which puts a tremendous dent in the state 
quota for Wilmington. The location is right for this type 
of development, and easily accessible. 

And it might be ironic, but Dan Gillis is ready to support 
the proposal 100 percent, saying, "I feel a responsibility as 
one of the elders of the town to see this through.”

Warnings issued for food poisoning 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A few recent cases of food 
poisoning in Wilmington has 
caused the Wilmington Board of 
Health to issue some guidelines in 
dealing with and recognizing the 
illness, especially during the 


holiday season when many 
residents dine out 
Food poisoning most often 


involves the gastrointestinal tract 
Gastrointestinal symptoms can 
include nausea, vomiting, and 
diarrhea, Food poisoning can also 
take such forms as Salmonellosis 
and Giardiasis. Symptoms of the 
former include fever, diarrhea, 
headache, vomiting, and abdominal 
pains, In Giardiasis, symptoms can 
include diarrhea, cramps, bloating, 
weakness, and weight loss. In the 
latter, symptoms appear only seven 
to 10 days after the Giardia 
Lamblia parasite is swallowed 
Most cases of food poi-oning are 


caused by common organisms such 
as bacteria, bacterial toxins, 
viruses, mycotoxins from molds, 
and protozoa or one-celled 
microscopic parasites. To prevent 
food poisoning, food handlers are 
encouraged to wash hands 
thoroughly after a trip to the

bathroom. The health department 
also encourages thorough cooking, 
proper refrigeration, and sanitary 
handling of foods. 

In a recent interview, Health 
Director Greg Erickson said it 
takes at least one or two days for 
any food poisoning symptoms to 
develop. If residents suspect food 
poisoning, they should see their 
doctor or go to a laboratory for 
confirmation 

The important thing is it has to 
be confirmed,” said Erickson, 
before he or town nurse Abbie 


Radley can take tollow-up 
measures and investigate local 
restaurants. "We ask questions and 
have follow-up procedures to 
protect the public health,” he 
added. 


Erickson said he was concerned 


that sometimes residents "jump the 
gun” because they feel their 
symptoms can be attributed to food 
poisoning.But he said he is glad 
people do call 

“If we ask peoplé to let us know, 
at least we're going to find all those 
cases which are actually food 
poisoning. Many times, these 
people are hesitant to call.” said 
Erickson. Many times,too, the 
symptoms are not serious enough to 
encourage victims to go to the 
doctor. Sometimes, for instance, 
the illness is barely noticed or is 
passed off as an upset stomach 
Food poisoning can be serious. It 
can often result in hospitalization 
and, in a few cases, death, added

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Remembering Bob Bachelder and the Totem Pole

It’s 9 p.m. on a weekend 
evening and Bob Bachelder of 
Reading sits behind the piano he 
picked out for Boston's Bay 
Tower Room, jazzing it up in 
style with his trio, against a 
backdrop of stars, the Customs 
House clock tower, and planes 
glittering through the clear 
night sky. 


It’s 10 p.m. on a weekday 
morning and Dr. Robert E 
Bachelder, Associate 


Superintendent, has 
visited every classroom in 
Melrose’s Winthrop Elemen: 
tary School where he has been

September. It being a busy 
morning, he has read to ‘‘only" 


two classes. 

Before the Bay Tower came 
the ballrooms: the Commodore 
Roseland, Canobie Lake, 
Nuttings on the Charles; Ocean, 
Whalom and Lincoln Par!

medley and noticed a curious 
thing: people would stop dan- 
cing to crowd around the 
bandstand, trying to guess the 
song titles. Disc jockey Norm 
Prescott noticed also, asking 
Bachelder to record it. 

In 1953, the hottest item on the 
“Billboard's” music popularity 
chart was Bachelder’s “TV 
Rhumba," an instrumental 
medley of several popular 
themes: Lucky Strike, Arthur 
Godfrey, Mr. Peepers, Ed 
Sullivan, Kate Smith, Dragnet, 
Pabst Beer, Gillette. The record 
“broke wide open in Boston’ 
and found itself on the national 
charts below “Don't take your 
love from me” by the Three 
Suns and above “I've got the 
world on a string” by Frank 
Sinatra. 

“At the same time, I was 
going to college at Lowell,” he 
says, “doing a morning and 
weekend radio show there, and 
playing weekends. By then | 
had an agent, we had done a few 
fill-in dates at the Totem Pole, 
and that’s how they got to like 
us.” 


Nine years later, in February 
1964, the Totem Pole closed. It

kidding. 

‘The music is the same, too’’ 
he continues, ‘Some Cole 
Porter, a little Duke Ellington, 
a lot of Gershwin, what I call 
happy music. We do not play 
rock. I like rock, but I don’t feel 
rock. We sneak in a little Count 
Basie which we always did. The 
young people who come in 
adjust — to the menu, the dress 
code, and the music code." 

Forgetting the hundreds of 
other gigs, forgetting Fridays, 
counting only the 3,000 people 
who came to dance every 
Saturday night at the Totem 
Pole, a minimum of one and a 
half million fans have ap- 
plauded Bachelder’s playing on 
the drums, trombone, clarinet, 
bass violin, vibraphones, 
trumpet, accordian, violin and 
piano. In the Bay Tower Room, 
the regulars of every age ap- 
plaud also, and keep coming 
back. 

However, the applause which 
means the most to Bachelder 
occurred on the day before 
school opened this September, 
when 400 teachers rose spon- 
taneously to pay tribute to his 30 
years in the Melrose School 
System. “The people I work 
with at night have no idea what 
I do days. They think I take 
naps and watch television,”’ he 
says. ‘Until recently, the 
people in Melrose had no idea 
that I was so involved with 
music.” 

If anyone can lead two lives 
and travel all the paths 
emanating from them -to per- 
fection, it's Batchelder whose 
career in music always played 
second fiddle to his other love: 


teaching. 
He graduated from Lowell 
State in 1954, certified in 


working on a Master's Degree 
at Harvard, switched to Tufts 
because of a scholarship 
program involving counseling 
“I was right in the middle of 
that when I was offered the job 
of psychologist for the Youth 
Services Board in Roslindale,’ 
he says. “I was still playing 
nights. My children were very 
young and I was leaving the 
house in the morning in Med- 
ford before they were awake 
and coming back after they 
were asleep or ready to go to 
sleep. I couldn't take hardly 
seeing them. 

“So I took a day off and made 
some appointments. My first 
interview was at 8:30 in the 
morning in Melrose with the 
superintendent and we hit it off 
immediately,”’ he says. 

Bachelder holds a Ph.D. in 
public school administration; 
his career in Melrose has been 
as star-studded as any educator 
could want. Beginning as a 
junior high English teacher, he 
became a guidance counselor, 
then a principal — with music 
always in the background. 

“Special needs was starting 
to become a priority in 
education,” he says, “and I was 
asked to do a study in Melrose, 
so I wrote a simple six or seven 
page report for the School 
Committee." The Bachelder 
Report became a front-page 
story; meanwhile, the powers 
behind the scenes were creating 
a guidance/special need- 
s/curriculum coordinator's 
position — with Bachelder in 
mind. Only he didn’t even think 
of applying for it. “I'd only been 


a princial for a year and a half, 
and I loved it,” he says. 
Eventually, they got 


together; he did apply, won the 


measurements, statistics, and 
research. Evenings, never 
weekends. 

He holds a realtor's license 
and plays tennis, *‘three times a 
week at this time of year, in the 
outdoor weather, five."' He also 
enjoys reading, traveling and 
mountain-climbing with his 
wife Elaine, listening to jazz, 
and of course, relaxing at the 
piano. 

He looks into the hallway 
from his temporary office at the 
Winthrop School, interrupting 
himself when the kids walk by, 
to wave at them and to com- 
ment: ‘‘cute, adorable, my little 
people.” He walks through the 
corridors, shaking hands with 
the kindergarten kids as they 
come in, touching others on the 
shoulders, greeting them 
everywhere by name. 

On his desk sit the next four 
books he plans to read to them, 
and the 330 report cards which 
will go home in two days. Before 
they go, he will write a personal 
message on each one. 

It’s his last week as an acting 
principal. For the rest of the 
year, he'll devote himself full- 
time to his job as Associate 
Superintendent, putting 
everything in order for his 
retirement in June. 

“I don’t like to think about my 
retirement,” he says, “and I've 
been so busy here I haven’t had 
time to do much thinking about 
it. Three years ago, I woke up 
one morning and said ‘I'm going 
to retire when I’m still healthy, 
when I'm still amenable to 
something new in life. I have no 
idea what it is, it’s serendipity, 
something's going to happen 
and it may not be education. I 
could go back into that 
probably, but that’s just doing 


business helped me with the 
little extras in life that we all 
like. It's always provided the 
ornament on the tree, but the 
tree has to be something more 
stable,” he continues. . 

“I'm looking around and 
thinking about how much I'm 
going to miss just being in 
school,” he says. ‘“The happiest 
days I've ever had in my career 
have been in a school with the 
teachers and the children. It's a 
beautiful feeling to really know 
you're right where it’s hap- 
pening watching a first 
grader, seeing the look coming 
across his face that says, ‘I can 
do it, just like mommy and 
daddy, my older brother and 
sister, I can now break the code 
and I know what this word 
means.’ That's the miracle first 
grade teachers see every day 
that I just like to witness. 

“For whatever reasons — and 
there are a myriad of reasons — 
I selected education, I really 
made the right decision. I've 
never regretted it,” he con- 

tinues. ‘Friends of mine whom 
1 jazzed around with in music 
when I was young went on to big 
things. Some are in Hollywood, 
some in New York. And they 
kept cajoling me ‘come on Bob, 
come with us’ but for some 
reason, probably the lecturing 


of my dad when I was young, 
I'm too conservative. I-didn’t 
want to take the

As this year winds down and a

All their names have been 
changed to give them a little 
privacy; they aren't the type to 
brag about themselves, nor 
would they think they are in 
teresting.

They come for therapy at the 
New England Rehabilitation 
Hospital in Woburn. The setting 
for this story could be any other 
hospital or rehabilitation 
facility where people come to 
put their lives together again, 

is the one in the story 

First meet Joey, a handsome 
23-year-old man who was sitting 
on the hood of a car one day 


three years ago and fell off it, 
hitting his head on the street. A 
first class swimmer, he now sits 
in a wheelchair... A bright 
student, he now miust use a 
spelling board to communicate 
by pointing, out the letters of 
words. For him every day is a 
trial. 

I was talking to him one day, 
telling him about my son who 
was at home with a cold, how 
much | worried about him. 
Joey, who can barely keep his 
head up, pointed out these 
words to me: “Don't worry, it 
will be O.K."" He is telling me 
everything will work out, and 1 
can only cry at his efforts 
Humbling, isn’t it? 

Robbie, 17 years old, is next 
on the short list. He has the 
prettiest green eyes. He has a 
quick wit and a very easy going 
personality. He was in a skiing 
accident and injured his brain 
He sees two or three of 
everything out of those 
beautiful eyes and his walking 
is hesitant 

But day after day he comes 
for his therapy, and once con 
fided that because of what he’s 
been through, he would like to 
become a physical therapist. He 
just has to work on his memory,

The first car struck 
the second and a fight broke out. 
While driving away, Scott fell 
out of the car and his friend 
circled back for him. The people 
in the second car also drove up 
Although they were warned that 
“Scott was handicapped, he was 
brutally beaten anyway. 
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A new perspective for your New Year's resolutions 


All those months of therapy 
and determination were wiped 
out because of some silly 
argument. Now he is angry and 
is back in a wheelchair. He cries 
a lot, especially when he sees 
someone he knows. 

But you have to admire him. 
When you ask him how he feels, 
or how it goes with him, he gives 
you the thumbs up sign. He is 
fighting again and he knows 
what he has to go through and 
how long it will take. It would be 
easy to give up, but for now he is 
not going to. 


ahese are some of the people 
you should know about. There 
are so many more, whose little 
everyday acts of courage make 
others pale in comparison. They 
are the people that should make 
you so glad to be alive. So, kiss 
your children, toussle their hair 
and feel glad to know what is 
really important in life now. 

This was not meant to 
depress, but enlighten you. Put 
your life into perspective by 
Treading about these wonderful 
people.
